Knocked down by a car driven by 
Donald McCuiuy owope, Broadway, 
James Fowler, bo. '*f Westminster. 
was runover and fatally injured by 
the automobile of Morris Kroop. of 
Westminster, in Westminster. Sat­ 
urday evening at 6 o'clock 
Fowler, a widower, employed at 
Western Maryland 
college. 
West­ 
minster, suffered a fractured skull, 
crushed chest and internal injuries. 
He died about an hour after the 
accident 
Swope, son of Attorney and Mrs. 
J. Donald Swope, and a senior at 
Gettysburg high school, 
was

They had been to 
Baltimore and were returning home 
Bain Obscured Vision 
Proceeding through Westminster

Swope saw Fowler crossing the st reel 
when the machine was only two feet 
from the pedestrian. 
Syope swerved h^s machine to the 
left, but Fowler continued to cross,
